labor  is  lost.  If  a  man  has  sufficient 
mean*  to  enable  him  to  do  all  this,  he 
can  find  better  and  more  profitable  em¬ 
ployment  for  it  in  the  United  States. 

“In  addition  to  the  drawbacks  already 
mentioned  there  is  the  want  of  a  local 
market,  which  he  cannot  avail  himself 
of  to  any  extent  here,  and  by  the  time 
he  has  sent  his  products  to-  England, 
which  is  fully  16,000  miles  away,  there 
is  veTy  little  return  for  his  time  and  la¬ 
bor,  iu  consequence  of  the  great  dis¬ 
tance,  freight,  insurance  and  commis¬ 
sions  and  other  leakages  of  various 
kinds.  Add  the  discomfort  and  serious 
Inconvenience  of  bad  roads,  for  in  the 
north  at  the  North  island  of  New  Zea¬ 
land  it  would  be  difficult  iu  the  winter 
season  to  flud  worse  roads  in  any  country 
In  the  world  The  reason  of  this  is  that 
the  country  referred  to  consists  largely 
of  yellow  clay  and  pumice,  and  that,  for 
100  miles  at  a  stretch,  there  is  little  or 
bo  good  road  material. 

Few  Tax**  at  First.  /  * 
“But  notwithstanding  these  soma- 
time*  hard  and  uninviting  conditions 
if  a  small  farmer  should  happen  to  get 
bold  of  if  piece  of  good  land — a  thing 
which  it  is  very  difficult  to  do  at  time* 
— he  is  as  happy  os  most  men  of  his 
elass  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  con¬ 
ditions  of  life  are  not  so  desperately 
hard  an  they  are  ip  many  of  the  conn- 
tries  of  tho  old  world.  The  climate  is 
comparatively  mild  and  temperate,  there 
being  no  great  extreme*  of  heat  or  ooki 
except  in  the  southern  portion  of  the 
Middle  island,  where  sometime*  there  are 
considerable  front  and  snow  in  winter. 
These  conditions  we  largely  enhanced 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  no  man  pays 
any  taxes  to  the  state  (customs  duties 
excepted)  until  he  is  worth  over  $2,800. 
Neither  does  be  pay  anything  for  educa¬ 
tion  or  for  any  other  purpose  in  the 
way.  of  taxes  to  the  state,  but  he  is  not, 
at  course,  exempt  from  taxation  for 
local  purposes,  such  as  highway  im¬ 
provements  in  the  country,  and,  if  in 
the  city,  if  he  be  s  property  holder,  he 
has,  of  course,  to  contribute  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  city  government 
“It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  it  has 
been  the  aim  of  the  government  for 
many  years  past  to  relieve  as  much  os 
possible  the  congestion  in  the  large  cities 
by  affording  every  possible  facility  to¬ 
ward  placing  men  on  the  vacant  lands 
of  the  country.  This  acoounta  for  the 
numerous  systems  under  which  land 
may  be  taken  up.  The  whole  aim  has
